Chicago, July 4.—General Manager Egan 
till remains steadfast in his purpose to 
ht it out to a finish with the American 
Iway Union. When asked this morning 
oncerning the overtures made to Presi- 
nt Debs for a settlement, Mr. Egan re- 
jed: ‘“‘We have made no overtures to the 
mericag Railway Union and have held no 
honferences with its officers. More than 
hat we shall hold no conferences with him. 


So var as the railroads are concerned with 
his fight, they are out of it. It has now 


become a fight between the United States 
rovernment and the American Ratiway 
Tnion, and. we shall leave them to fight it 
put.” 

“The railroad companies do not recognize 
n this strike the element of Pullmanism, 

d will not have it interjected into the 
question at any sgage of any proposition. 
Je have no compr6mise to offer, and there 
$s none that we will accept, as the railroads 
are standing together and there is no back- 
iown from our previously announced posi- 
tion. We are filling the places of the 
strikers, whom we consider no longer in 
pur service.” 

This is the most important declaration 
ade yet, because it puts the strikers be- 
yond all hope of ever getting back te their

bid. places, and will make them more 
wesperate than ever. It is a fight to the 
death, and the strikers now realize it. This 
is the reason why the railroads are so anx- 
jous for state and federal protection. 

Lake Shore trains are running, with slight 
delays, as usual. It required something of an 
effort to transport the troops from Fort 
Sheridan, but earsy in the morning the in- 
fantry was taken south and divided up be- 
tween Blue Island, Grand Crossing and the 
Stock yards. 

The Northwestern, so far as its local 
traffic is concerned, is in very good shape, 
All trains on the Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
divisions are running on schedule time, and 
only two trains on the Galena division failed 
this morning. The old engineers have re- 
turned and many of the firemen, and the 
Officials are confident there will be no more 
trouble. 

Soldiers in the Yards. 

The train éGarrying half of the Second 
battalion, Fifteenth regiment of infantry 
to the stockyards left the Lake Shore 
depot early this morning,:- but at 8 o’clock 
tonight was still sidetracked, not where 
the managers intended it to be, but close 
enough for the boys in blue to unload their 
horses, ammunition, four Hotchkiss rifles, 
cannon and supplies and go into camp a 
Wearied and jaded lot of men, not having 
Siept for twenty-four hours and without 
foo’, with the exception of a single hastily 
Snatched meal during that time. The day 
WasS a trying one for the troops and the 
police and one of intense excitement from 
daybreak until night. Besides the 150 men 
composing Companies C and D of the 
Fifteenth infantry,there were a company of 
cavalry and a battery of artillery and a 
Squad of seventy-five policemen. On the 
latter fell the brunt of keeping in control a 
crowd wild with excitement, inflamed by 
passion and frequent draughts from the 
neighboring saloons, which did the most 
phenonenal business they ever knew, 

Women Uncouple Cars. — 

The military train pulled into the yards 
at the foot of Halstead street at 2 o’clock 
tHis morning. There it.continued to switch 
up and down until twilight, when the at- 
teinpt to move it further was abandoned. 
Six times the train was uncoupled by the 
Ssirikers or their sympathizers in spite of 
the fact that on every car sat the bronzed 
and seasoned army men, who had seen ser- 
vice and knew how to shoot, and who de- 
clared they would do so if any one at- 
tempted to interfere with the train. This 
they would have done, but the strikers were 
too agile for them. Before the rifles could 
be aimed the offenders would back in the 
midst of the crowd, where it. would have 
Leen worse than: folly to shoot, jeering and 
hooting at the discomfited militiamen. 
Only once did the soldiers look calmly on 
@t two persons uncouple the traim, and, 
although they had plenty of time to shoot, 
failed to do so. In this cage the persons 
were women. | 

Deserted Their Engine. 

The scene was noteworthy when Engineer 
Wrenn and Fireman Culp, both employes of 
the Lake Shore road, who had been run- 
ning the engine pulling the military train. 
a day, concluded to quit. With wild cheers, 
: © crowd rushed at the two men, and,

_train, which left the Rock Island depot 
at. 3:4 o'clock, was detained by the 
‘strikers, who clambered upon the engine 
and tried to induce Engineer Weber to 
quit. J. C. Harris, an employe of the rail- 
road, started to pull a’ revolver. American 
Railway Union delegates demanded that 
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they disarm the man, but the officers re- 
fuged to do so and the men took it in 
their own hands and threw him beneath 
a freight car and would have killed him 
had not the police interfered. A young man 
hamed Miller, a reporter for a morning 
Paper, would have suffered a similar fate 
but for a similar interference. The young 
man did not choose his criticism of the 
mob, and this, added to the fact that the 
paper in question has taken a partisan 
view of the strike, siding with the rail- 
roads, was more than the crowd could bear. 
They seized him and struck him severa] 
times and he was rescued with difficulty. 
There were about 5,000 persons in the mob. 
While the military train was moving it 
Was guarded part of the time on both sides 
by squads of armed men, in addition to 
-hose who rode on top. Nothing was done 
at the stock yards except the moving of 
Swift & Co.’s train of meat. After the 
troops had abandoned their train and gone 
into camp the crowd derailed the two rear

their day’s work, and finding no more 
soldiers or policemen to harass, they quiet- 
ly disappeared.

“We have been brought to the raggea 
edge of anarchy and it is time to see 
whether the law is sulficiently strong to 
prevent this condition of affairs.

Attorney General Olney has also instruct- 
ed United States District Attorneys Perry, 
Kansas; Lyons, Michigan; Burke, Indiana; 
Brinsmabe, Cleveland, O.; Cleveland, Cin- 
cir nati; Garder, San Francisco, Cail.; Den- 
ny, Los Angeles, Cal., and Shutt, Spring- 
field, Ill., to apply to the United States dis- 
trict court for an omnibus _ injunction 
against the strikers in their vicinity similar 
to the Chicago injunction granted by Judge 
Grosscup. 

The attorney general this morning ap- 
pointed H. F. Ferguson, of Albuqurque, 
N. M., assistant United States district at- 
torney to proceed in the courts at that 
point against the strikers. 


Troops at the Stock Yards. 

Union Stock Yards, Ill., July 4,—Half 
of the Second battalion of United States 
troops from Fort Sheridan arrived here 
this morning at 6 o'clock and are’ now 
encamped in Dexter park, just inside the 
yards. The battalion includes companies 
B and D-—in all, about 100 men, un- 
der command of Captain Hats. 

At 8 o’clock Swift & Co. succeeded in get- 
ting out the stalled train of beef, which 
has been on the track at Halstead and 
Fortieth streets since Mog@ay afternoon. 
Thirty men from Company B, under com- 
mand of Captain Chapman,together with 100 
policemen, took up a position alongside of 
the train and marched with it to the 
Michigan Central tracks. The crowd of 
hangers-on did not number more than 500 
ang they remained -at a distance. The train 
went east at 8:45 o’clock this morning. The 
train carries $150,000 worth of meat. 

Charged with Bayonets. 

When the soldiers marched back to camp 
they were followed by @® crowd of about 
§00 men and boys, who cursed and yelled at 
the men until. Captain Chapman ordered a 
>harge with bayonets on Halstead street 
switch, which had the effect of scattering 
the crowd. 

The Situation at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 4.—The railroads are 
not making much of an effort to overcome 
the strike difficulty today. The majority of 
them have given their employes until to- 
morrow to return to work, and if by 
that time the men do not resume work 
their places will be. filled by non-union 
men. 

The Chicago and Alton train for Chicago 
and the Wabash passenger trains for the 
east were abandoned Jast night. The morn- 
ing passenger trains were started without 
delay, but it is feared that they will be 
stopped along the lines. The different rail- 
roads have dismissed nearly two-thirds of 
their clerical force on account of the strike. 
The Missouri Pacific switchmen announce 
their intention of returning to work to- 
morrow morning. They say they are not

Deserted Their Train. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 4.—The Southwestern 


‘limited passenger train on the Big Four 
/road, which left here at 8 o’clock a. m., is 
‘tied up at the bridge junction at East St. 


Louis and at 1 o’clock p. m. there is no 
prospects of its immediate release. The 
tie-up was caused by the engineer and fire- 
man deserting the locomotive and allowing 
the train to stand on the main track. 
No engineer and fireman can be secured to 
take charge of the train. No reason is 
given at the company’s office here for the 
desertion of the engineer and the rest of 
the «crew other than that they have struck 
through sympathy with the Pullman em- 
ployes. The westbound passenger train on 
the Big Four, due here ac 7:30 o’clock a. m., 
in sill tled up at Mattoon, IIL, and the 
railread people are unable to say when it 
will reach here. 
Condemning the Strike. 

New Orleans, July 4.—A large meeting of 
the employes of the Queen and Cresent 
washeld this evening to consider the mat- 
ter «f the strikes now pending in the west, 
groving out of differences between the 
Pulman Car Company and its employes. 
Reslutions were adopted condemning the 
strile as unjust, protesting against it and 
plewing their loyalty and hearty support 
to heir company n their efforts to main- 
tair unimpaired th» train service in all its 
departments. 

Freight Cyanductors Quit. 

Cncinnati, July 4.—A majority of the 
freght conductors pf the Chesapeake and 
Oho and Louisvile and Nashville roads 
went out on a strik(this morning, refusing 
to haul freight swithed by non-union men. 
The yardmasters ot the Chesapeake and 
Ohio at Covington yuit work this morn- 
ing and the sictuationon that road is decid- 
edly bad. Fifty Unitd States deputy mar- 
shals came down fron Columbus this morn- 
ing and were distribued among the various 
railroad yards. 

Strikers Do asThey Please. 

San Francisco, CalL,July 4.—The strikers 
acted in a high-handei manner in Oakland 
all day today. They ield up local trains 
and pulled off the firenen and brakemen. 
The militia is getting ready to take the 
field. At Sacramentc he state troops re- 
fused to disperse the itrikers and finally 
marched back to their #mories without ac-., 
complishing anything.

LIVELY IN SAVANNAH. 
Two Serious Fights Ocecur—One May 
Cause a Death. 

Savannah, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—The en- 
tire city was given up today to the Fourth 
of July celebration and every citizen, old 
and young, male and female, tok a hand. 
In the morning the Georgia Hussars cele- 
brated by raising a sew flag pole, on which 
the stars and stripes were run up by Cap- 
tain Berg, of the steamship Birmingham. 
The speech of the occasion was made by 
Mr. A. R. Lawton, Jr., and was responded 
to by Captain Beirne Gordon on the part 
of the troops. In the afternoon 2,000 people 
went down to Tybee to witness the field day 
sports and take in the sea breezes. Half 
as many spent the day at Thunderbolt and 
Other resorts. 

The day wasa very quiet one, with no 
casualties, until this afternoon, when a 
motorman, named W. W. Williams, on the 
West Broad street line, was badly cut up by 
Julius Bieber, who cursed him and the con- 
ductor for not stopping tie car soon enough, 
Bieber was arrested and Williams was sent 
to the hospital in a bad condition. 

Tonight about 8 o’clock Peter C. Richard- 
son,-an old man, got into a row with a prin- 
ter, named Joseph F. Tupeville. Tupeville 
knocked him down and the old man got up 
and rushed on him with a knife, cutting 
him six times, once in the left lung and one 
bad gash on the back, besides several 
smaller wounds. Tupeville is in a serious 
condition and may not live. Richardson was 
arrested. 


BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


An Explosion Oceurs and a Man Dis- 
appears from the Street. 
Cincinnati, July 4.—Jack Driver, of the 
Royal Paint and Varnish Company, of 
Sycamore and Court streets, was blown 
to pieces at Sixth and Main streets late 
tonight. The streets were full of people 
when suddenly there was a deafening ex- 
plosion, houses rocked, glass fell from win- 
dows in all directions and a panic ensued. 
A moment before the explosion Driver was 
seen coming down the street. Suddenly 
the explosion was heard and his body was 
torn to hundreds of pieces. The mass was 
scooped together and taken to the morgue, 
where a friend: succeeded in identifying it. 
Whether it was dynamite or nitro-glycerine 

is not Known. 


Negroes Fight at Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., July 4.—independence 
Day was generally observed here and 
throughout Florida. A large majority of 
the white people of Jacksonville went down 
to Pablo Beach to witness a prize drill be- 
tween local military companies and bicycle 
races. The negroes celebrated at Riverside 
park. This latter celebration was marked 
by numerous brawls and two negroes were 
perhaps fatally cut. At St. Augustine .a 
premature explosion of powder severely in- 
jured three small boys. One of them is 


likely to lose his sight. 
A Novelty in Mississipi. 
Jackson, Miss., July 4.—(Special.)—The 
first celebration of the Fourth since the 
war occurred here today. Thousands of 
people attended. General Stephen D. Lee, 
af. Mississippi, and Captain J. F. Mew-y, o7 
Iowa, were the orators. A fire drill, bicycle 
races, barbecue and fiteworks tonight 
formed the features of the day.

WAY HB WAS KILLED 


Witnesses Testify Tht the Public Ex- 
pected Ross to Be Shot. 


TALLEY WAS LOOKING FOR IP 


When He Got the News He Said the 
Suspense Was Over. 


LETTERS TO ANNIE SKELTON SHOWN 


Ed Ross, a Brother of the Slain Banker, 
Identified the Writing in Near- 
ly All of Them.

Huntsville, Ala., July 4.—(Special.)—The 
evidence for the prosecution in the Talley 
ease closed this afternoon. Nine witnesses 
were examind itoday. The drift of the ex- 
amination was a continuation of the at- 
tempt to connect Judge Talley with the 
Ross killing through the sending of the 
said telegram. On cross examination Judge 
Bridges said that he @gcluded the telegram 
in‘ the previous trial oh the ground that it 
had nothing to do with the case of the 
Skelton boys for killing Ross, which was 
as Judge Talley stated on the trial. 

Ed H. Ross proved that he sent a tele- 
gram to his brother at Stevenson warning 
him to be on the look out for the Skeltons. 
Fifteen letters from R. C. Ross té Annie 
Skelton were shown to him. He thought 
the handwriting of fourteen was that of 
his brother, but couldn’t say as to the 
other one. The address on eight envelopes 
was not in his brother’s handwriting. 

William Huddleston, mayor of Stevenson, 
and a telegraph operator testified about 
the telegrams, but sald he did not get any 
telegram or money from John Caloway, 
the negro, who stated that he tried to send 
one to Mrs. Ross after the killing. The 
Witness did not deliver Ross’s ttelegram 
because he did not have time. The witness 
did go to the hotel to see if Ross was there 
to advise with him and see what was the 
trouble and give him a message. He sent 
a Mr. Green for Baun, the town marshal. 
Ross had not arrived. Immediately after 
the arrival of Ross Talley spoke and 
shook hands with him and turned away, 
when the shooting began. 

J. F. Gautney, the stenographer who 
took down the evidence in the preliminary 
trial of the Skelton boys,testified that Judge 
Talley’s telegram was ruled out by Judge 
Bridges because it had no connection with 
the case. 

Dr. Rorex, of Scotitsboro, stated that he 
saw Judge Talley at the depot February 
4th and suggested to him that a hack be 
sent for, as some one mighi get hurt. Tal- 
ley replied that his friends could take care 
of themselves. The witness suggested that 
a telegram be sent ta t:tevenson to arrest 
the parties, to which falicy did not reply; 
but said he was waiting there to see if 
any one sent a telegram. 

Jesse E. Brown, an attorney of Scotts- 
boro, saw Judge Talley on February 4th, 
shortly after he heard of the killing, and 
handed him atelegram. Talley said: “Our 
suspense is over. We want you to be with 
us.”” This the witness understood to be 
a wish to employ him to defend the Skelton 
boys. The witness continued: “I replied 
I must take time to consider. I later de- 
clined and never was employed by either 
side and at. no time did the relation of 
counsel and client exist as to any of the 
parties and myself.’ 

Brown said he saw ltoss twice ir Atlanta. 
All the trouble grew out of Ross’s rela- 
tions with Annie Skelton. 

The defense proved by Green that Hud- 
dleston told hfm to go for a marshal. 


AGREEMENTS ARE OFF. 


Some of the Senators Say That They 
Are No Longer Pledged. 

Washington, July 4.—(Special.)—Several 
leading democrats of the senate who oppose 
many features of the tariff bill they adopted 
last night, but who voted for them to pre- 
vent the defeat of the bill, have no hesita- 
tion in stating that they are no longer 
bound by any agreement. They are, there- 
fore, encouraging the leaders of the house 
to change the bill materially and promise 
their support in the changes. One of the 
leaders of the house told me tonight that 
he was confident the house was now in 
a position to. make any changes it desired 
and to force the senate to adopt them. 

“The house conferees,”’ he continued, 
‘‘will insist upon many changes from the 
senate amendments to the Wilson Dill. 
It wil] be reshaped on the lines of the Wil- 
son bill. The house will put coal and 
iron on the free list, and it will change the 
sugar schedule materially. Certainly the 
one-eighth and one-tenth discriminating 
duties will be stricken: out and a_ sim- 
ple ad valorem duty imposed alike on ajl 
sugars.”’ 2 

‘What about the wool and cotton sched- 
ules?” 

“We expect to change them back to the 
lines of the original bill.” 

‘€And the income tax?” 

“Well, the senate has made no material 
change in that except limiting it to five 
years. That is all right. In that time there 
wil] he a just experiment. Then we can re- 
enact it if necessary.”

New York, July 4.—The society of Tam- 
many celebrated the 118th anniversary of 
American independence in Tammany hall 
today with the customary accompaniments. 
The big wigwam on Fourteenth streot was 
decorated inside and outside with flags and 
Bireamers. The main hall where the ora- 
tory took place, was especially resp*endent 
in colors. Floral wreaths set off the front 
of the platform. Around the front of the 
galleries were the flags of the different 
states im the union, and between each of 
the flags was a targe streamer of red, 
white and blue. The doors of the wigwam 
were open as early as 9 o’clock, when the 
crowds began to flock in. Quite a number 
of ladies were present in the boxes on 
each side of the hall. 

The Tammany members were out in force, 
all in their regulation uniform of high 
silk hats and frock coats. To this was 
added profuse perspiration, for the day 
was one of the hottest on record, and the 


| throng in the hall was great. Mayor Thom- 


as F. Gilroy, grand sachem, was among 
the first to arrive. While the sachems were 
making arrangements downstairs, Bayne’s 
Sixty-ninth Regiment band entertained the 


wigwam audience upstairs. 

It. was nearly 10:30 o’ciock when tne 
speakers and sachems'- arrived. They 
marched up the hall headed by Coroner 
Dobbs and took seats on the platform. it 
was observed that ex-Mayor Hugh J. 
Grant and Bourke Cockran were absent. 
Mayor Gilroy opened the proceedings by 
calling upon the Tammany Glee Club to 
sing ‘“‘The Olu Banner Waving.” After this 
song Mayor Gilroy made a short address. 
After the glee club sang again, the decla- 
ration of independence was read by Mau- 
rice F. Holohan. Then Miss Ernestine LD.

Senator Hill Writes, Too. 

The following letter came from Senator 
Hill: 

“United States Senate, Washington, WV. 
C., June 30, 1894.—Dear Sir: While thanking 
the Tammany society for its courtesy, 1 
find that it is impossible to accept the in- 
vitation to attend its celebration on July 
4th.

in <fforts to build up patronage for the 
sake of punishing adversaries and reward- 
ing sycophants, but by the broad and iiber- 
al policy of strengthening party organiza- 
ticns everywhere and encouraging devo- 
tion to correct principles of government, 
it demands the adoption of a definite fiscal 
policy to prevent the goverument from 
lcnger drifting towards <he rocks of finan- 
cial chaos; an nally demands a foreign 
policy which extends American sympa- 
thies to free republics rather tham to 
monarchies. .

Walsh Talks Plainly. 


Senator Walsh bore testimony to the loy- 
alty of Tammany to the party nominee, 
however much it may have protested in 
convention and expressed the gratitude of 
the south to Tammany for the sympathy 
it extended in the dark days that followed 
the war. He spoke of the reunited north 
and south; of the day we celebrate; the 
returning prosperity of the south, and then 
touched upon the political issues of the 
day. “‘The southern people,” he said, “are 
dissatisfied with the financial legislation of 
the federal government, as well as with the 
burdensome duties imposed by the protec- 
tive tariff. The south favors the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank notes. 
It favors the remonetization of silver. Bus- 
iness needs a larger volume of currency. 
With the immense growth of the country 
it is believed that this government has the 
power to establish a financial system in- 
dependent of the nations of Europe and 
the ability to maintain the free coinage of 
silver and gold and preserve both at a 
parity. 

“As the United States are independent 
politically of European nations, so should 
they be financially. The south believes that 
the federal government should restore the 
free siver and gold coinage of the consti- 
tution, which it maintained until 1873, at a 
ratio first of 15 and then of 16 to 1, and 
that it should do this with or without inter- 
national agreement. It is maintained that 
an income tax has no place in the tariff 
bill and that no such imposition should be 
fastened on the wealth of the country. 
This tax is denounced as unconstitutional 
and inquisitorial and undemocratic. It is 
characterized as sectional and as class legis- 
lation. | It is denounced as a tax upon indus- 
try and thrift. Its opponents speak of it 
as an effort to engraft upon our repubiican 
form of government the objectionable tax- 
ing features of Great Britain and other 
monarchical governments of Europe as the 
price that the nobility pay for class priv- 
ileges, but these arguments are not tena- 
ble. 

Arguing for the Income Tax. 

“An income tax is the most certain, most 
equitable and just of all forms of taxation, 
because it places the burden upon those 
who are best able to bear it. The wonder 
is that after its enactment it was ever 
abolished. The party that agreed to it be- 
trayed the rights of the masses. The re- 
peal of the income tax was carried by the 
advocates of a protective tariff because it 
made more secure the necessity for taxa- 
tion by import duties, thus impesing npon 
the people the burdens of high protective 
duties on the plea of raising revenue for 
the support of the government. While it 
is true that the ¢itizens of the respective 
states’ have to pay taxes for the support 
of city, county ard state government, that 
is no reason why they should not, in pro- 
portion ‘to their ability, contribute to the 
support of the federal government. That 
the wealth of the country as a republic 
should be practically exempt from federal 
taxation is a proposition that the fathers of 
the republic never would Have sustained. 
That the entire tax for the support of the 
government should poe placed on consump- 
tion is a monamental wrong. 

“It is true the fathers are on record as in 
favor of a tax on imports for the support of 
the government.. That was the only avail- 
able plan in the early days. It served for 
revenue and incidental protection to build 
up the ‘adustries of tp country.”

| During the Montgomery's Trial Trip » 
Serious Explosion Occurs 


HER MACHINERY TORN 10 PIBCRS 


The New Vessel Is Likely to Be 
Out of Commission. 


SECRETARY HERBERT DISAPPOINTED 


All the Tests Were Success'ul Until the 
Trial of Speed Was About to 
Begin. 


Norfolk, Va... July 4.—After 
twenty-four hours at sea, the United States 
ship’ Montgomery, the pride of Secretary. 
Herbert and all Alabamians, met with @ 
mishap yesterday morning which will lay 
her up for three or four months, and possi- 
bly take her out of commission during that 
time. It was ideal weather when the hand- 
some vessel left Hampton Roads, Mon 
morning for her final trial, a forty-eigh? 
hours’ run at sea. j 

On board’ the vessel in addition te her 
crew were Commodore T. O. Selfrige, Cap- 
tain P. H. Cooper, Commander R. B. Brad- 
ford, Chief Engineer R. N. Millingan, Naval 
Constructor J. J. Woodward, Lieutenant 
Commander Schroeder and Lieutenant N. 
E. Neils, composing the stability board; Jo- 
s¢ph Mc Mackin, representing the Columbian 
{ron Works, of Baltimore, the constructors 
vf the vessel, and a Southern Associated 
Press representative. 

The course of the vease! laid qut by the 
board was up the coast: as far as Winter 
Quarter light, and then return as far south 
as Currituck light on the North Carolins 
coast, reaching’ Hampton Roads on her re- 
turn Wednesday morning. 

When off the capes, the Montgomery's 
head was turned northeast , and about ! 
o’clock the trial was begun. During the fr 
ing of the big five-inch guns the vessel be 
haved in a manner to make the representa 
tives of her builders and the board pa@ud 
The jar of the ship was hardly perceptible 
during all this firing. Every gun on board 
worked splendidly. 

Then began the inspection of the electri¢ 
plant, ,including wiring, which was found 
in good condition, and according to specifi- 
cations. 

On Monday night the powerful search 
lights were tested and it was the unanimous 
‘opinion that they were as good, if not better 
than any in the service at the present time, 

Tuesday was set apart for the trial of thé 
machinery and steering epparatus, ang ear 
ly in the morning everybody on board wag . 
astir. The vessel was faced south and made 
several complete swings, half swings, ang 
fact all the evolutions required in term 
warfare, and obeyed ‘he helm admirably; 
It was the intention of Commander Davis 
to give her a speed test from a bearing off ~ 
Cape Henry toa point off Currituck. It wag 
just ten minutes to ll o'clock yesterday 
morning when the Montgomery bore five 
miles southwest by south from Cape 
Charles, and thirteen miles east-northeast 
Zrom Cape Henry. ; 

An Explosion Occurs. , 

The engineers had just received orders te 
start the vessel up at full speed and were 
at that moment turning the steam on the 
port high pressure of the engine when @_ 
terrific explosion was heard, followed a mo- 
ment later by the sound of escaping steam. 

The hissing sound lasted for only a mde 
ment, however. The /engineers jumped 
for their throttles and shut off the steam 
and began an examination of the machin- 
ery. The damage was even greater than 
was anticipated. 

The cylinder head had been blown out and 
the cylinder was a complete wreck. In the 
opinion of the officers it will take at least 
three months to repair the damage. A nut.

had become loose while steam was being 
turned on for the speed trial, and undeP 
the heavy pressure the eylinder head gave 
way.

Let the people take heart.. The demo- 
cratic platform and the democratic par- 
ty propose to maintain the parity of 
gold and silver dollars by restoring to 
silver its debt-paying power—by ,im- 
parting to it the potency of full legal 
tender. 


Make It a Democratic Measure. 

At last the tariff bill goes back to. the 
house, and the modifications and flour- 
ishes added by the senate will be <dis- 
cussed and probably amended. 

The house now has an opportunity to 
make the bill a democratic measure, and 
it is to be hoped that it will be made, 
as far as practicable, a revenue tariff. 
The house should stand by the tariff 
plank of the Chicago platform. When 
the house bill reached the senate it- was 
| held up by highwaymen, so to speak, 
and the democratic senators who were 
dissatisfied with the measure voted for 
it upon the principle that half a loaf is 
better than none. They knew that it 
Was not the revenue tariff bill pledged 
in the platform, but as it was the best 
they could get under the circumstances 
they accepted it, hoping that the house 


| would change it for the better. 


The house can lose nothing by adding 
the amendments that will transform the 
bill into a democratic measure. There 
is a possibility that some of the amend- 
ments will be concurred in by the sen- 
ate, but if they are rejected the house 
will still be able to fall back. on the 
bill as it passed the senate. 

This one chance to secure a demo- 
cratic tariff—a revenue tariff—must not 
be neglected. The original bill as it 
came from the house was butchered in 
the senate, but there is sufficient vitality 
left in it to give its friehds some hope of 
Setting it on its feet again. i 

There is no oceasion for unnecessary 
delay or a& prolongation of the uncer- 
tainty which has been so damaging to 
the business interests of the country. 
The democrats in the house know the 
essentials of the revenue tariff and in 
a few days they will be able to let the 
senate know exactly what they want. 
If the case is hopeless—if no changes or 
amendments will be accepted—the bill 
as it stands can be passed by the house 
and sent to the president, and the people 
will have to make the best of it. 

But the house should put in its best 
work on the tariff in the next few days, 
and if possible make it a democratic 
measure. 


The Govetnment and the Strikers. 

The federal authorities hiive a grave 
problem to deal with in the shape of the 
present struggle between the railways 
and their employes. 

Under the law the government has 
the right to arrest and punish all per- 
sons who obstruct the mails or forcibly 
interfere with interstate commerce. But 
while this is the law, the interests of 
peace and order require great modera- 
tion and discretion in administering it. 

We regret to learn that the bill upon 
which Judge Woods issued his restrain- 
ing order against the employes of twen- 
ty-two roads was fitst submitted to 
Washington for government approval 

Our Washington advices state that it 
is feared that the labor strike. if not 
checked, will result in civil war. and 
the authorities are, therefore, deter- 
mined to use the regular army against 
the strikers who continue to interfere 
with the mail trains and commerce. 

This should be done only as ai last 
resort. We agree with The New York 
World that the state and local authort- 
ties should maintain order, if possible. 
The federal troops should not be called 
out until all other means fail. The 
World says: 

That the federal government could be 
called upon to intervene in such a matter 
would not have been dreamed of. ten years 
ago. Through the encroachment of the fed- 
eral courts it is now being dragged in on 
all possible occasions, but the effort to 
make a federal question of quarrels between 
employers and employes should be resisted 
with the whole force of enlightened public 
opinion. Such an injunction as that drawn 
by two corporation attorneys and granted 
yesterday by Judges Crosscup and Woods 
is a monstrous invasion of the people’s 
rights. 

If this dactrine prevails and federal inter- 
ference is insisted upen, on the ground that 
railrdads are perforining a ‘semi-public ser- 
vice, and that consequently railroad em- 
ployes are quasi-pvblic servants, then the 
interference should not be by a legal quib- 
ble. The government should act frankly 
and straightforwardly and accept the full 
consequences of the position it assumes. 

If operating railroads is a public service 
and railroad men are public servants: in 
any sense that can justify federal control 
of their acts, then the federal government 
must not only protect the railroad com- 
panies against their employes when there 
is a quarrel between them—it must also pro- 
tect the employes in ail their rights and 
privileges as public servants. It must_guar- 
antee them adequate wages, reasonable 
hours of work, proper vacations, and all 
else that it guarantees ‘to* other persons 
in the public service. It must stand se- 
curity for their wages if the companies 
default. It must restrafm railroad man- 
agers from nagging interference with them. 
It must forbid wage reductions except by 
consent of congress. It must insure railroad 
employes as secure a tenure of office as it 
insures other government employes. 

Upon the whole the government would 


do well to go slow in this matter. The 
Chicago Times sees the danger of un- 
wise federal interference, and thus

It is perfectly certain that the strike 
could be suppressed by the regular and vol- 
unteer military forces of the nation, as our 
warlike contemporaries urge. But what 
then? Are the working F erase of this coun- 
try to be driven to work henceforth at the 
point of the bayonet? Would the slaughter 
of fifteen or twenty strikers and bystanders 
at Grand Crossing ‘prove Mr. Pullman a 
benevolent and honorable employer? Would 
the incarceration of Mr. Debs in a military 
prison disprove the theory that the inter- 

ests of all men who work for a wages are 
Steattask and that an injury to one is an 
injury to. be resented by all? “Riot. guns” 
may quell a riot, by they do not solve the 


j problems leading to that riot. The labor

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| outsides contains twelve buckshot, The 
gun can be emptied and reloaded several 
times a minute. Fifty United States 
deputies started out from Chicago the 
other day armed with these destructive 
weapons. 

Matters lHiave not yet reached a crisis 
that will make arbitration or compro- 
mise out of the question, and the par- 
ties concerned should get together and 
settle their differences. A prolonged 
strike cannot possibly do any good and 
it is certain to do a great deal of harm. 
The interruption of trade and trans- 
portation in so many states is a public 
calamity, and some of its worst effects 
will be felt by people who are not on 
either side of the struggle. 

The melon grower down here in Geor- 
gia feels that it is grossly unjust to 
make him lose the chance of marketing 
his crop simply because Mr. Pullman 
and his workingmen a thousand miles 
away are having a disagreement about 
wages. So many interests are suffering 
that the strikers and the railway mana- 
gers and Mr. Pullman should all be 
Willing to concede something in ecrder 
to put an end to such unpleasant and 
injurious conditions. Reasonable and 
moderate counsels would probably be 
listened to by both sides at this junc- 
ture, and an earnest effort should be 
made to bring about an amicable set- 
tlement. id 


A Popular Tax. 

Despite the opposition to the income 
tax in certain quarters, the vote on its 
passage showed that it is a popular 
tax. 

The New York Bvening Post has 
strongly opposed the income tax, but 
it now admits that it is more popular 
than any measure of taxation before 
the present congress. It says that no 
tariff law could have been drawn which 
would alienate but four democratic votes 
and win ten republican votes. The fact 


tors votéd for the tax shows that it is 
idle to expect its repeal at the hands of 
the republican party, and it will be 
recollected that twenty-two years ago 
twenty-five republican senators went 
on record in favor of this tax. 

The Post goes on to say: 

Whether we like it or not, therefore, we 
must admit the cold fact that the income 
tax has come, and probably has come to 
stay. Recognized by economists as, theoret- 
ically, a just and even an ideal tax, it has 
*“unningly been put into a form to give it 
the greatest possible strength with the 
masses of a democtatic country. Their in- 
evitable answer to all objeétions {s that 
made by the chairman ot the Maine demo- 
cratic ¢onvention the other day, who said: 
“Give me the income and I'll not quarrel 
about the tax.’’ The logical outcome of 
that answer is spoliation, but demecracy is 
not careful to be logical, and property has 
immense power on the defensive. 

The most objectionable features of the 


law have been eliminated and it is safe 
to say that when its limit of five years 
expires neither party will take the 
responsibility of attempting to get rid 
of it. The equity of the tax and the 
ease with which it will raise revenue 
for the government will make it as pop- 
ular here as it is in England, and it will 
become a permanent feature of our 
taxing system. This is one great re- 
form that will loom up on the credit 
side of the democracy. 


An Unjust Law. 

Under the terms of a bill which has 
just passed the house of commons the 
tnglish government is entitled to one- 
tenth of all the property left by any 
person who dies in England, or in any 
of her colonies, whetlier he is an Eng- 
lishman or not, or whether his property 
is in England or in some other country. 

This death duty, as it is called, is an 
unjust imposition. If-an American worth 
$1,000,000 should die while on a visit to 
England, Canada, Australia or any other 
British colony, the English government 
would proceed to collect $100,000 from 
his. heirs. 

We eannot believe that the United 
States will submit to this law when a 
case arises involving the property rights 
of American citizens. If England must 
have a death duty it should not be made 
to apply to citizens of other countries. 


No Occasion for Independent Action. 

That was good advice which Mr. Seaborn 
Wright gave yesterday to his Walker 
county audience when he urged the popu- 
lists and democrats to ‘‘get together.”’ ‘The 
burdens bear alike on democrat and popu- 
list, being as impartial in their distribution 
as the rain which falls on the just and the 
unjust alike. Democrats and populists suf- 
fer alike from the heavy taxes of republi- 
can legislation, from contraction of the 
currency, and. from the many other ills 
which both parties are seeking to remedy 
in their own way. But it is a mistake to 
make an appeal for fndependent action. 
The place for getting together is inside 
the lines of the organized democracy. The 
principles of the democratic party as laid 
down ‘in its platforms, when carried out; 
will afford the desired relief. 

There is no occasion for independent or- 
ganization, and certainly there is hot the 
slightest excuse for it in the seventh con- 
gressional district. Of all the democratic 
representatives no one has been more 
faithful to his party, more consistent in his 
record, more conscientious in the discharge 
of his duty, than the present member from 
the seventh Georgia district. We hope 
that the rumors that Mr. Wright is think- 
ing of running as an independent demo- 
crat in his district have no moré founda- 
tion in fact than there is occasion for an 
independent candidate.

ago of a Buddhistic life of Jesus. 
The story was that a traveler through 
central Asia was thrown and broke his 
jeg. He was carried to the convent of 
Hemis, near the town of Leh, in north 
India, there nursed by the monks, who 
showed him this manuscript in Pali, con- 
taining the story of Issa or Jesus. The 
manuscript dated from about 200 A. D., 
or the story was written then, and had 
been preserved in monasteries and libraries 
ever since. The account of the discovery 
was followed by what purported to be a 
translation of the manuscript made by 
Notovitch, who claimed to have found it. 
Unfortunately for Notovitch and the. au- 
thenticity of his pretended Buddhistic life 
of Jesus, there is a Moravian migsion at 
Leh, only a few miles from the monastery 
where the manuscript was said to have 
been found. When the news of the dis- 
covery reached F. B. Shawe, the mission- 
ary in charge of this station, he began an 
investigation to find, if he could, more 
ancient manuscripts in the KMbrary of the 
monastery, with which he thought himself 
familiar, and to verify Notovitch’s story. 
As a result of his inquiries he writes to 
The London Daily News a letter which 
proves Notovitch a fraud and the “Story 
of Issa’”’ a forgery.

THE “PARITY” BETWEEN DOLLARS. 


ce 


It Exists Today and Would Be Dis- 

turbed by Change of Ratio. 

Editor Constitution—The season for heat- 
ed currency discussions is opening and al- 
ready we are involved in the meshes of 
the ‘“‘parity’’ dilemma. We are told by the 
self-constituted arbiters of ‘‘chonest money’”’ 
that ‘‘the parity of gold and silver must be 
maintained” in our currency system and 
that this parity is impossible, in view of 
the present commodity prices of the metals, 
by any ratio that would allow a conveni- 
nient and practical use of silver. Supposing 
them to bear the troy weight proportion of 
30 of silver to 1 of gold, cheir contention 
seems, to the uninformed and unthinking 
layman in finance. a reasonable one. 

But what does the world understand by 
“narity,’’ as the termr“is used in finance? 
Is it equality of intrinsic value, as a pound 
of lead for a pound of lard? Or does it 
mean equality of power in effecting ex- 
changes of credits, commodities and cor- 
poreal things? 

Since the world began the latter defini- 
tion of parity has had full acceptation in 
every system of finance among civilized 
men, until modern greed and cunning de- 
vised the scheme of demonetization, where- 
by through legislation alone any part of a 
people’s money may be discredited and 
robbed of its equal power in the currency 
system. This was done in the United States 
in 1873 by the demonetization act and fixed 
as the indisputable cause of our present 
system by the failure of congress to pass 
remonetization acts. 

What is the condition, then? We have a 
conglomerate system of seven or nine kinds 
of money forms and only one money of re- 
demption—which is gold. This leaves us 
strictly on a gold basis, with a confessed 
paucity of gold to redeem one-ninth even 
of our silver and paper issues. So that 
our ‘‘gold basis’’ is a sham in fact, a scheme 
of robbery in effect, and altogether a matter 
of credit and fiat ‘promise to pay in gold.” 

Where, then, is the solid substance of 
this much esteemed parity argument? Why 
can we not agree to come back to the 
terms of common sense and common hon- 
esty, and stand on the ancient and true 
democratic principle? 

You ask me what that principle is? I 
answer that it is this: 

“Parity in the currency implies equal 
debt-paying and purchasing power in every 
form of currency authorized by the gov- 
ernment in every market where the stamp 
and certification of the government makes 
the coinage current as money, or an in- 
strument of exchanges.”’ 

That is the original and everlasting creed 
of true American democracy. That has. 
been the contention of our party and plat- 
forms since 1868, at least, against all forms 
of republican discriminations in and favors 
to particular forms of American money. 
That is the true reading and meaning of the 
Chicago platform of 1832, as to its currency 
plank, and that was the clamorous and 
certain claim made for it on @Very stump 
in the south and west during the campaign. 

If not “adjusted through international 
agreement”? (now known to be impossible), 
the “dollar unit of coinage of both metals” 
must be either equal by natural commer- 
cial ratio, or (and here’s the true condition 
that demands action) by such safeguards 
of legislation as shail insure the main- 
tenance of the parity of the two metals and 
the equai power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in the’ payment of 
debts.” } 

There you have the true democtratic doc- 
trine—parity, even by the force of legisia- 
tion, in power to purchase and pay debts—not 
parity in commercial price of the metals, 
nor parity in weight by ounces and pounds, 
nor parity in the estimation of the sharks 
of Wali street and the wolves of ssomabare 
street. 

What legisiation can give this parity of 


power to the two mietals? The legal ten- |_

Why thé government’s got about $70,000,- 
000 in gold. With this it is to redeem the 
400,000,000 silver dollars that are in circula- 
tion and the $364,000,000 of greenbacks.

“From time immemorial,” continued Colo- 
nel Livingston, ‘“‘stlver has been used as 
money, and in the itme of Solomon, the 
wise man, the ratio was 16 to 1. If you 
look into this question of ratio you'll find 
that this is true; that the ratio has always 
been about 15% to 16 to 1. It’s the eternal 
fitness of things, and has been in force for 
thousands of years.

“Do you know how much gold there is in 
a gold dollar?’ asked Colonel Livingston, 
pointing his finger at the gentleman of the 
deep voice, who had been firing questions 
at him, Deep Voice said ‘that he 
did not care to ask any more 
questions, and would quit even. Colonel 
Livingston stated the amount of gold in 
the gold dollar and took up the greenbacks, 
stating that they were worthless but, for 
the signature.

the same way. 
Gold and Silver Always Equal, 

“If you'll go back to the time of Jef- 
ferson and come down along the line— 
Stephens, Toombs and Joe Brown, all of 
tnem—you'll find that gold and silver have 
always been on an equal footing accord- 
ing to the democratic platform.

Voice—“What about free wool 

“T am as near to free wool and a pair of 
socks as a man can get,”’ replied Colonel 
Livingston, occasioning much applause and 
laughter. “The tariff bill of the senate is 
a compromise. When it comes back to 
the house it will be changed, and the con- 
ference committee will look further into 
some material differences. I do not think 
that the bill does full justice to everybody. 
For instance, Mr. Jones, who turns out 
farm tools, might come to me and say, 
very justly, that he had not been treated 
exactly right. He could say that you let 
in hees and trace chains and such free— 
just the things I make—and yet put a tax 
on iron. A small tax should be piaced on 
everything. ? 

Takes Up the Ten Per Cent Tax. 

“T regret the defeat of the move to re- 
move the 10 per cent tax off state banks. 
If the government will remove its hands 
and Georgia is left alone, we can take care 
of ourselves. (Prolonged applause.) What 
is the difference between state bonds at 1 
and 2 per cent and issuing bills, counter- 
signed by the state treasurer, that repre- 
sent the credit of a state? If it is wrofig to 
issue the latter it is wrong to issue the 
former. 

“The 10 per cent tax was levied to pro- 
tect the national banking system while it 
was yet in its infancy. It was levied to 
protect an experiment. Now that that trial 
has proved successful, there is no reason 
why the tax should. not be removed. 

“Only six northern democrats helped us 
on the bill. It was purely a southern vote. 
This shows what we have to expect in the 
way of aid from the north.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Livingston said: 

“JT want to say now that I will stand 
upon this democratic platform if you will 
nominate and re-elect me. If you mean to 
give me the iiberty to vote any way I 
choose, why not take the platform down 
and make it a party of men and not of 
measures. ; 

“I think that Atlanta is the greatest city 
in the world. (Prolonged applause and 
cheers.) I will do anything I can for her 
or her citizens. I want to say, further, 
that I have endeavored to do my duty in 
congress. I int to my record, and only

“Resolved, That we pledge our hearty 
support to Hon. L. F. Ldvingston in his 
campaign for renomination to congress for 
the fifth congressional! district, and we take 
special pleasue in commending his course 
in behalf of the redemption of demoratic 
pledges, and particularly in his splendid 
work in behalf of the Cotton States and 
International exposition.

When the reading of the resolutions was 
conciuded, no less than ten seconds were 
uttered in the same instant.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING TONIGHT 


The Situation Will Be Fully Discussed 
A Very Loose Enforcement of 
the Law Is Charged.

Mr. Frank J. sibley, the o:ganizer for the 
Georgia Prohibition Association, will make 
the principal address. He wiil be followed 
by a number of iuteresting speakers and 
the meeting will be such as to interest all 
Who attena. 

A weil Known prohibitionist was seen by 
& representative of The Constitution yes- 
terday afternoon and the matter was very 
freely discussed. 

“The topics to be discussed,’’ said he, ‘‘at 
the meeting tonight are che importance of 
close organization, ftidelity to obligations 
assumed and the advancement of the prohi- 
bition cause throughout the. state. The 
loose manner of enforcing the law against 
the sale of whisky, especially on the Sab- 
bath day, and the failure to prosecute when 
cases are made, will be considered. The 
unusual methods resorted to in granting a 
license to a beer saloon on Edgewood ave- 
nue, all in direct violation of law and agree- 
ments entered into by which they weré not 
allowed on residence streets, will also be 
discussed. The .gmembers have already 
made up their minds that any future vio- 
lation or infringement of this agreement 
will result in the call of a prohibition elec- 
tion at ho distant day. In the interest of 
peace and harmony we demand that the 
law shall be respected. If this is not done 
an election will be called.”’

From report cf Georgia Baptist convention 
by W. G. Cooper, in The Constitution—‘‘It 
was a rare sight—300 Baptist preachers go- 
ing wild with enthusiasm and splitting their 
throats with the rebel yell! Such is the 
matchless power of music. 

‘It was in the chapel of the Southern Fe- 
male college, at LaGrange, the other night, 
when the young ladies’ orchestra, with 
twenty-five pieces, playing a medley, sud- 
denly introduced ‘Dixie.’ This orchestra 
is one of the institutions of which the col- 
lege, LaGrange and the state may well be 
proud. Their rendition of the ‘Minuet’ and 
others selections was something to remem- 
Ler. 

“When ‘Dixie’ came out from the stringed 
instruments, the cornet, the organs and the 
piunos, it came with a fullness of melody 
and a tenderness of association not even 
suggested by an ordinary brass band. As 
the first few notes sounded, the quick ear of 
a brother from the backwoods caught it, 
and a keen yell rent the air. Instantly the 
applause was deafening, and then cheer af- 
ter cheer ros2 and reverberated thrcugh the 
hall. After a few bars more of the dear old 
song, the theme of the medley glided softly 
into another air, but presently returned 
with the same exquisite effect. There was 
the same keen yell, the same thunder of ap- 
plause, and white handkerchiefs vied with 
the old preacher’s hat. Dr. Frost, of Rich- 
mond, shouted aloud; Dr. J. William Jones 
made a desperate effort to fly to the ceiling, 
and the whole crowd got happv. Then, all at 
once, as if from an uncontrollable impulse, 
twenty-five sweet girl voices sang the cho- 
rus. The song hushed the tumult for a brief 
moment as the sweet voices rose, but as the 
chorus rounded to its end the genuine old 
rebel yell from hundreds of fighting par- 
sons’ throats rent the air and shook the 
windows.”
